revising P.U.D. 


Professor Charles Eliot and the 
Planning Board, Tuesday evening 
spent nearly two hours disci 
sing the Planned Unit Develop- 
ment zoning proposed for 
Wilmington. The _ consensus 

seemed to he. that the preset 
proposal offers too much power 
to the Board of Appeals, but there 
is nothing that can be done until 
there is a change in the state 
laws. 

Prof Eliot said that such changes 
are being proposed for the coming 
session of the state legislature 
and he anticipates that they will 
become law. In the proposed 
changes the Planning Board will 
take over much of the discretion 
now given to the Board of Appeals, 

At the end of the discussion 
Danny Gillis suggested withdraw: 
ing the P.U.D. article. but instead 
it was agreed that Prof. Eliot 
should take it home with him and 
work on revisions. The article 
has already been extensively 
revised. this being mainly the 
work of Planning Board member 
Zane Bower. 

Prof. Eliot was in favor of lar: 
ger areas than that which seems 
to be proposed in the Wilmington 
P.U.D. He spoke of areas in 
Sharon. Amherst and Natick as 
having a minimum of 25 acres. 
He mentioned. in Wilmington. that 
a combination of the former 
Bobby Barrows land and the Smith 
land. proposed last year for 
apartments, might be considered 
for P.U.D. purposes. 

Mobile Homes 

Danny Gillis, as he described 
it, “dropped a bombshell’ when 
he suggested that, in the future 


the town might consider mobile 
homes, as a part of the P.U.D. 
zoning. Mr. Gillis is unhappy 
about the state provisions that 
allow over-ruling of local zoning 
laws. He said that the town 
might well consider the mobile 
“Homes which are 60°feet long. for 
young couples. on 10.000 foot lot 
minimum 

Prof. Eliot thought that it would 
be better to consider a Tech Built 
house - in which the units, already 
built, 24 feet long by 12 feet wide 
arrive .by truck. His son. he 
said, is building one such home in 
Ipswich. 

Eames Street Extension 

Professor Eliot asked if there 
were any. articles.’about, new 
streets, south of Lowell Street 
The Planning Board seemed to 
feel that there were not 

Eliot said he was concerned 
about Eames Street Extension. 
which is a proposal to construct 
a street from Eames Street to 
Lowell Street easterly of Lucci’s 
Shopping Center. 

Eliot said he understood the 
state is committed to going ahead 

ith enlargement of the Lowell 
Street and Route 93 intersection. 
“I think if the town is going to 

welch” there will be trouble! 

He said he plans to discuss the 
problems with Town Manager 
Sterling Morris. 

Gillis asked, in several ways.

Christian Bachman. Gillis was

Census Bureau to 
conduct Survey 


A sample of households in this 
area will be asked about their 
buy and home improvement ex- 
Pectations when visited by a 
Bureau of the Census interviewer 
during the period of January 3rd 
to the 12th, according to James 
W. Turbitt. Director of the Bur- 
eau’s Data Collection Center in 
Boston. 

The survey is made four times 
yearly as a part of a nationwide 
effort to guide governmental 
agencies in developing programs 
based on consumer purchasing 
patterns. Households in the sur- 
vey will be asked if they expect 
to’ buy a house. car. or major 
appliances during the next vear 
and if they have made recent pur- 
chases of these items. Home- 
owners will be asked about home 
improvements and repairs made 
during the last three months and 
any planned for the future 

The October 1971 survey showed 
an increase over July in con- 
sumer plans to buy new cars 
household appliances, furniture 
and carpets. The October sur 
vey was conducted in the middle 
of the 90-day freeze on wages 
and prices. but the impact of the 
freeze on income expectations 
appeared to be minimal. 

Information supplied by persons 
participating in the survey is 
kept confidential by law and will 
be published only in the form of 
statistical totals.

appeared to be minimal. 

Information supplied by persons 
participating in the survey is 
kept confidential by law and will 
be published only in the form of 
statistical totals.
